Such mighty operation has the Divine 
Spirit in the hearts of Men that at that initant by 
the preaching of St. Peter 3Zoco were added to the 
Church, and not only added, but continued fted- 
faſtly in the Apoſtles Doctrine and Fellowſhip, and 
In breaking of Bread and of Prayer, Aits Chap. 2

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And thus much for the Introduction, to ſhew 
in what State our Bleſſed Lord ſettled his Church 
which all Ages, Manger the Malice of Men or 
Devils, has Continued and wilt Continue unſpoted 
and unpolluted cven to the End of the World, it 
being the Vine that his own _— hand has plant- 
ed, it will flouriſh in ſpite of all the wild Boars of 
the Forreſt that ſtrive to root br up, or the little 
. Foxes that would pluck off her tender Branches, 
Though ſuperſtition or Atheiime ſtrive to trouble 
the ftreames the fountain will ſtill be kept clear

But to begin firſt with the place of his Birth, 
which v73S Bethſaida in the upper Galilee, antient-

( though formerly a famous City ) into certain 
{mall Cottages, and remaines only famous to Po- 
ſterity by reaſon it was the Birth-place of this 
oreat Apottle. 

The exaZt time of his Birth, notwithſtandin 
the conjectures and gueſſts;that have been made by 
dIvers pane Men, remains 2s yet undecided 5 
or as we may ſay altogether uncertain ; by Reaſon 
what has been kither to argued as to that pointy 


has been only conjectural; and not fir mly ground- 
ed upon any warrantable Authority. Moſt of the. 


Fathers, that have written about the time of his 
Birth, take their ground from the Birth of our 
Saviour » by reaſon St. Peter, at what time our 
Bleed Lord called him ro be ons of his Diſciples,

er 13 this thy day the 
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was not only Married, but lived in a {ettied ſtate: 
therefore they judge he could not be Iebs than 19 
years elder than his Maſter ; or according, to 
Stenge, who builds his Foundation upon Bellarmine, 
he was born in the Eighth year of Ottavinu Augu- 
guſts, and in the 20 of King Herod which was 
about 17 years before the Birth of our Savi- 
OUr. | 
His Father was Jonan of Betyſaida, and he be- 
ing Circumciſed accordins to the Jewiſh Law, had 
the name of Simm or Simon given him at his Cir- 
cumcition ; to whick our Saviour added the name 
of Cephas, which in the Syriace Langage, then 
very much uſed among the Jews, fizmfes a Stone, 
or as the Greek renders 1t mre@, a Frick , which 
has occaſioned many to beliere that from that 
Interence our Saviour expreſſed himſeif, is thes 
Rock will I ould my Church, that is, upon Peters 
Faith;Conſtancy,and the Goſpel he was to Preach. 
And from the Alteration of his name, or rather 
addition, at ſich time as he came to be our Sayl- 
our's Diſciple, the Popes have taken occaſion to 
alter their's at what time they come to the Papacy. 
His Brother was Andrew the Apoſtle, nor Is it 
known which of them was the eldet. He was a 
Man of {mall Education when he was choſen by 
Our SAviour as a Diſciple, but was foon after in- 
| ſtructed by the Fountain of all Wiſdom and Lear- 
ning, even the Holy Spirit. | 
Having proceeded thus far,l ſhall not think it 2- 
miſs to give the Reader a Deſcription of the Per- 
ſon of this famous Apoſtle (paſſing over for the 
mot part ſuch paſlazes of his Life, as are found in 
Sacred Writ,to be more Brief in this our purpoſe) 
according as he is deſcribed in Eccleſiaſtical Hi- 


{tory. 
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ſtory. And firſt, as Nicephorm declares, he was 
ſomewhat ſlender, of a middle f{17e, but rather in- 
clining to Tallneſs ; his Complexion very pale 
and almoſt white : ; the Hair of his Head curled 
and thick, but very ſhort, though St. Hierom in- 
formes us (as he has it out of Clemens his Periods ) 
that he was exceeding Bald, which might proba- 
| bly enough be, in his dechning Age; his Eyes 
blink; nnlek ſome {mall ſnecks of Red, which ma- 
ny of the Fathers have attributed to his often 
weeping ; his Eye-brows very thin ; his Noſe 
lone, though at the end broad or flat. And thus 
have I deſcribed the outlide of thisAdmirable Man, 
according as 1t has been derived down to Poſterity 
by ſuch as lived in his time, and had often con- 
yerſe with him and now jince the outfide 1s de- 
{cribed ; it will not be amils to glve a ſhort de- 
icription of his Temper, and the Internal Facul- 
ties cf his Soul. Firit then, He was Eager and 
Fierce, Witneſs his encountering the Guard of 
Souldiers that came to appieihend his Lord, and 
at that time cutting off th2 Ear of the High Prieſts 
Servant ; his forwardneſs to ſpeak, and tO return 
anſwers, though ſometunes to the endangering his 
Life, yet withal Courtecus and Humole ; for 
when Nie els, being overjoyed with the Viſion 
of him, wouid have received Him almoſt With 
Divine Adoration, he forvid i 


Lit Tegh tell! CYL him ne 
was but a man ſubject to Lie Paillons as other 
men. With how much Cangcr and Moeſty did 
he treat the Inferiour Rulers of the Church, in- 
{fomuch that he upon whom fich Honours heve 
been heaped in all Ages, itiles kimfelf no greater 
than their Fellow Presbyter. How earneſtly aid he 
Labour to win Souls to Chriſt? and with what 
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Reſolution and Bravery did he tell the Sanhedrim 
which had Sentenced and Condemned him, that 
they and their Fellows were Guilty of his Mur- 
ther? and that they could not poſſibly be laved 
by any other means than by the Blood of 7eſus 
Chri5t whom they had Crucified ! How do we all 
along hear of his earneſt Exhortations to {ich as 
were leit to Rule and Govern the Churci in his 
abſence, to be careful in their Charge as to the 
Cure of Souls? Nor was this in his mean Capa- 
city, but when he fate Biſhop of Amzzoch in which 
he continued the ſpace of nine years, greatly Pro- 
pagating the Golpel; as likewiſe in his Travels 
into the Weſtern parts of the World, after many 
tedious Journeys, he at laſt came to Rozve, but ve 
find not jby any well grounded Authority that he 
_ Jat Biſhop of that Sec 25 years, 25 the DoCtors of 
that Church would have it ; nor indeed that ever 
he was Biſhop Kome, though the Popes have all 
along derived their Power or Succetion from him: 
But that he was at Rome, and ſ{aftered there under 
Nero, moſt of the Writers of Eccleiiaftical Hiſto- 
ry Accord, as I ſhall more tully demonſtrate here- 
after. 

That he was Married, we haye St. Paui's word 
for it, he telling us, that oe Cephas ( which was 
undoubtedly. Perer) went about leadinr with him 4 
Wife and a Sifter , and as it is recorded by ſeves 
ral of the Fathers, a Daughter ; and as Clement. 
Alexandrinus teils us, that when St. Peter beheld 
his Wife going to. her Martyrdom he exceedingly 
rejoyced, calling to her alond, and charging her 
to be mindful of our Lord. And this mich of his 
being Married. 
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When he was at Rome, he rotates the de- 
ji of Jeruſalem and the Jewiſh Nation by 

Veſpaſian : But about that time the Perſecution 
growing hot againſt the Chriſtians, eſpecially 
upon Nero's return from Achaia in oreat Pomp, 
he at that time reſolving to glut himſelf with In- 
nocent Blood, cauſed ſeveral thouſands of the 


Chriſtians to be ſhut up in Priſons, and amongſt 


the reſt St. Peter, for whoſe preſervation the 
Prayers of the Chriſtians were {till put up to 
Heaven many of the chief of them who could 
gain Acceſs perfiyading him earneſtly to make his 
eſcape, alledging that the preſervation of his Life 
would be oreatly nſeiul to the Church 2. The which 
(after many denials) he attemp! ed by getting over 
tne Wall, which deing effected, ad he coming to 
the City Gate, is there ſaid to meet our Lord, 
who was juſt entering the City, when KNOW! ng 
him he askes him Lord, 'whethe r art thou going ? from 
whom he received this Anfwer, 7 am come to Rome 
50 be erncified A ſecond i £17716, 


By w hich anſver St. Peter apprebs nding hin. 


Death rhich y vas all Horted him, —d th at Our Sayt- 
our meant he was to be. Cru ncified in h18. SErVant, ht 
_ returned agatn to the Priton and delivered himicit 
into the hari: of the Keep Per, and {o continued 
till the <q day of his Exec cution, with great chearini- 
nefs.: When having fainted his Brethren, and 
eipeciaily St. Pal, who was at that time his Fel- 
Jow-Priioner. He was led to the top of the 
Vatican Mountain, near the River 73ber, about 
three Furionss without the City and there Cru- 
Cified with his Head downwards; it being hisown 
delre {0 to dye, alledging that he was unworthy 
io 
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to ſuffer after the fame manner that tis Lord 
and Maſter had ſuffered, and {o having run the 
race that was ſet before him, he ( undoubtedly) ob 
tained the reward layed up for him in the Hightſ 
Heavens. And thus having briefly run over the 
Life of this great Apoſtle, I thall proceed to St. 
Paul who fell by the Commandment of the ſame 
bloody Tyrant, and if not on the &1f-lame day 
yet within a very ſhort time after. 


The Life and Martyrdom of St. 
PAUL the Apoſtle. 


\ 7 Otwithſtanding the Church does not reckon 
; St. Paul amongſt the twelve Apoſtles, yet 
through the Aſſiſtance of Gods Holy Spirit 
after he was Miraculouſly Converted,he ſo earneſt- 
iy laboured in preaching the Lord Zeſus and him 
crucified, both to the Fews and Geatzles (even to the 
jeopardy of his Life) that he is worthy of a name 
and place equal to any of them. | | 
He was born at T arſ#s, one of the Capital Cities 
of Cilicia, a place much famed for Learning}; In- 
fomuch as Strabo tells us that J«/ins Caſar made it a 
Koman Municip, or Free Corporation all the Inhs- 
bitants thereof having the ſame priviledges as the 
Citizens of Kome, which were likewiſe confirmed 
to them by Auguſtus Ceſar who ſucceeded him in 
the Empire. 
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His Parents were Fews of the Seed of Abrahain :, 
which he expreſſes when he {ays, he was 4 Hebrew 


_ of the Hebrews, that 1s, that all his Anceſtors had 


lineally deſcended of the Jewiſh Race, and not en- 
tered in by the way of Proſelytiſme; and that he 
was of the Tribe of Benjamin, 1s athrmed by the 


| ſeveral of the Jewiſh Rabbins. As for his Calling, 


he was a Tent-maker, though, as himſelf deciares, 
inſtructed 1n all the Learning and Cuſtoms of the 
Jews, being brought up at the feet of G amaliel, a 
Learned Rabbin or Academick, who taught and 
inſtructed Youths : the Hebrew word rendering 
it either at the feet or under his Tuition. 

His firſt Name was Sazl, the which he contin- 
ved t11! the time of his Converl Gon in his way t6 
Damaſcus. 

In the beginning of his Life we find nothing. 
memorable, bat when he grew up to manhood he 
became a great Perſecutor ”of the Chriſtians : ; and 
the firſt time he is mentioned in Holy Writ, is 
when he held or looked to the Cloathes of iuch as 
Stoned the Bleſied Proto-Martyr St. Stephen, af- 
ter that he continuing to breath out threatenings 
againſt the Church, procured Letters or a Com- 
miſſion, as the Hebrew renders it, irom the Saz- 
bedrim or Jewiſh Council, in which the High 
Prieſt was wont to fit Chief Judge, IMPOWCrIng 
him to bring ſach as he found mr *+ in the 
name of Teſns, bound to Jeruſalem. Pat Lord ! 
whillt he was on his Journey, -iN Orger i his Pro-

iecuting this wicked CEtgr., A [:Tif from HeAVEr. 
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ſhined round about him, informeh that he fed jo he 
Earth, and beard a voice ſaying, Sei, Sant, why 

be Aer che heavens as 
perſecuteſt thou me, &ce, After the heavenly 2p- 


PArition was departed, he, in 025 


Sb. 
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he had been commanded by that Sacred Oracle, 
Journeyed on towards Damaſcus : but fo blind, 
that his Servants were obliged to lead him. When 
he came there he pray 0d, Ul Anamas, 2 devout 
Chriſtian, came to him and reſtored his ſight, at 
which all his thoughts were changed : for whereas 
he ſome few days before had breathed out Perſe- 
cution againſt the Church, {ſo now, on the con- 
trary, he joyned himſelf to it, and began to preach 
boldly the Lord Jeſus 5 at which the Tews, Deng 
exceedingly incenſed, ſought to lay hands on him, 
and todeſtroy him : but God, who had made him 
a choſen Veſſel to bear his name before the Gentiles, 
delivered him out of their hands. From Damaſ- 
cus he came to Jeruſalem, and there eſlayed to 
joyn himſelf with the Brethren: but they know- 
ing what manner of man he had formerly been, 
did not only fear to joyn with him, but in all like- 
hood did what they could to avoid him;until they 
were certified, by one of their fellow Apoſtles, 
that he had ſeen the Lord Jeſus in the way ; and 
that he was not only Converted, but had openly 
and boldly Preached the Goſpel. 

By this means, being received into their Fel- 
lowſhip, he in a ſhort time became their cheif 
ſpeaker : being a man of an exceeding ready \Vir, 
as It appeared when at fundry times he was 
brought before Felix the Governour, Feffus his 
Succeſſor. ,and King Agrippa. There we ke how he 
confounded the Orator, bafled all his Acculſers; 
Infomuch that they could charge him with no- 
thing but his Religion in General, as not daring 
to venture upon any particulars, leaſt he thould 
nave Proved it out of the Laiv of Afofes ; as he 
d&d Chriſt to be the Meſſia, foretold by all the 

Prophets; 
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Prophets ; when from Morning till Night he dif- 


puted about the verity of the Goſpel which he 


Preached. But well perceiving that the Gover- 
nour was rather inclined to favour the People, 
than to do Juſtice, he thought it moſt convenient 


to Appeal to Ceſar, which was a uſual Cuſtom 


and due Priviledge to ſuch as were either Romans 
or free of Rome. Whereupon he 1s ſent to Rome, 
when on the Coaſt of Mehta, now Malta, in the 
Lybian Sea, between Syracuſe and Africa, the Ship 
fufferedWrack;yet God gave him not only hisLife, 
but the Lives of all that were with him in' the 
Ship. When he came on ſhorezhe was kindly recerv- 
ed by the Barberians,who,when they had ſeen him 
ſhake of the Viper, that faſtened to his hand, and 
thereby receive no hurt 5 they fayed amongſt 
themielves, he was a God. Here he wrought 
many Miracles, . by which he Converted a great 
number of the Inhabitants to the Faith, and eſpe- 
cially Publius the Chief Officer, or Governour of 
that Ifland, whole Father he had reſtored to health 
being at the point of Death ; who afterward, as 
many of the learned affirm, was Biſhop of Athens, 
and {uffered Martyrdom. | | 

From this Hand, after 3 months ſtay, he with 
the reſt were put on board the Caſtor and Pollux, 
a Ship of Alexandria, bound for 7aly; which, 


3 putting 1n at Syracuſe, there ſtayed 3 days ; from 


trom thence they ſailed to Rhegium, and {0 to Pu- 
zeoli, where St. Paul found many Chriſtians ſtaying 


. amongſt them, the better to confirm them, for 


the ſpace of Seven days ; and from hence departed 
for Rome. | 


_ Art the news of St. Paul's Approach he was met 
2y a Troop of Chriſtians,above 50 Miles from the 
23: City 
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City, who Kill increaſing, as he came nearer, they 
brought him into Rome as it were in Triumph : 
where, when he came, he found ſuch favour at the 
hands of the Captain of the Guard, that he onlz 
confined him to his own houſe, and ſet one Soul- 
dicr. to watch; who was appointed rather to 
waite upon him, than to ſecure him. 

He had not long continued there before he was 
brought before Ner - who then fat Emperour; 
where he fo well 2cquitted himſelf that he obtain- 
ed his Liberty, and lived free in a houſe of his 
own, for the ſpace of 2 years, Preaching the Go- 
ſpel of Chriſt boldly in the City, and confirming 
Many in the Faith : Converting not only thoſe 0 
the meaner fort, but thoſe of Rank and Quality, 
As one Torpes a cheif Officer in the Emperour 
Court, who afterward ſuffered Martyrdom ; s 
lizewile /Vero's Cup-bearer, and others : but abort 
all Poppea Sabina an exceeding Beautiful Lady, 
and Concubine to Vero; which ſo enraged th 
Brutifn Emperour that he reſolved the Apoſtle; 
death, which in a ſnort time he compalſed : for # 

t. Chryfoftome relates, when Nero found the Ladj 
Fn to. 2 ſtric; and chaſt Life, and that 
would by no means conſent any ferther to his luc 
Deiire:, he ſent for St. Paul, and calling him Vi: 
tain Tan won and W retched perverter, he cal: 
ed Fm to be caſt into Prijon, whence hg wrote tt 
tne Lady to perivade her to continue ſtedfaſt in: 
Chelt and Virtuous Life ; for which the Tyra 
:cmmanded he ſhould be put ro death. 

Hov long he continued in Priſon, after Sen. 
fence, 18 unc Foun: 4 but the Gay of his Fxecutio! 
{00N LCIINC : bat what hs Preparatory treatmen 
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{a8 heckec he was Scofirged; as Malefadtor 
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' were wont; in order to their Death, is not known 


As a Roman Citizen by the Valerian and Porciar 
Law he was exempted irom any fuch Ignomini- 
ous and Infamous puniſhment, though by the Law 
of the 12 Tables Notorious MalefaCtors, con- 
demned by the Centuriate Aſſemblies, were firſt to 
be ſcourged and then put to Death. And, as 
Barons informes us, that in the Church of St. 
Atzry, beyond the Bridg in Rome, two Pillars are 
yer to be ſeen, to which St. Peter. and St. Paul 
were bound, and {courged, before their Execu- 
f£10ns. | 
As our Apoſtle vas lead to execution, he 1s ſaid 
to have Converted 3 of the Soldiers who guarded 
hum thither 3 which the Emperour hearing com- 
manded that they ſhould be put todeath : St. Paul 
being come to the place appointed for his Execu- 
£tlon, which was near the Agque Salvie 3 miles 
from Roe, after he had exhorted ſuch as came to 
fee the Tragedy performed, to Repentance, and 


recommended his Spirit into the hands of his bleſ- 


ied Lord and Maſter ; he kneeling down had his 
head ſtricken off with a Sword ; which by the 
Komans was Counted the nobleſt death, and only 
aliowed to ſuch, as were either Citizens, or free 


of the City. 


St. Chryſoftome deciares, that his .chearful ſub- 
mitting to Death, and his conſtant courage till 
the laſt, was a means not only to Convert his 
Executioner, but leveral others who afterwards: 
tuffered Martyrdom, for the Faith of Chriſt. . He 


was Executed, as far ascan be gathered, in the 68 


year of his Age ; and ferther 'tis ſaid, that when 
bis head was ſtricken off, Milk inftead of Blood 
fiowed from the Wound , and thus this great

Apoſtle after he had preached the Goſpel to the 
Gentiles, and either in Perſon, or by his Epiſtles 
viſited moſt of the known World, and, as Theods 
ret tells us, in the Ifles of the Sea, (whereby he 
undoubtedly means Brittain) he received firft the 
Crown of Martyrdom, and then the Palm and 
Crown of Glory. 

He was buried :» via Oftienſis, about two mile; 
from Kome, over whoſe Grave, about 318 year 
after Conſtantine the Great, at the requeſt of Pope 
Sylveſter, built a ſtately Church, and endowedit 
with many rich Gifts and Priviledges; which af 
terwards was plucked down by the Emperour The 
odeftus, and rebuilt more ſtately than the former, 

As for his Perſon, he was low of Stature, an 
ſomewhat ſtooping , his Complexion fair, ht 
Countenance grave, his Head ſmall, his eyes car 
rying a kind of Beauty in them, his Eye-browes: 
little hanging over, his Noſe long, but gracefully 
bending, his Beard thick, &c. | 

_ Andthus having done with this bleſſed Apoſtk| 
jhall proceed to the next, viz. St. Andrew, who 
after he had run the Glorions race that was ſet befa, 
mim, patiently ſubmitted to the death of the Croſs, | 
lowing the Steps of his Glorious Maſter ; wh: 
went before to prepare a place for thoſe, tha 
love him, and become obedient to ſach rules, ant 


precepts, as 3c has ſer down tor our Inftrudt 
us.

The Life of St. ANDREW 
the Apoſtle. 


S for the Place of this Apoitle's Birth, as 
we find it in Holy Writ, 1t was Bethſaida, 
a City of Galilee, ſtanding near to the Lake 
of Geneſareth, his Father being a Fiſher-man, and 
he Brother to Simon Peter but which was the 
eldelt remaines as yet undetermined. He with 
his Brother labouring in that Calling, tl ſuch 
time as our Saviour took them to be his Diſciples, 
and made them Fiſhers of men. But at firſt he 
ſtayed not long with our Bleſſed Saviour, but re- 
turned home. :and betook himſelf to his former 
Calling, untill ſach time, as our Saviour found 
him and his Brother Fiſhing upon the Sea of Tibe- 
rias, and Convinced them of their Unbelief, by 
the exceeding draught of Fiſhes ; whereupon they 
left all and followed him : And therefore he is 
numbred amongſt the twelve that our Saviour 
. took, as his immediate Wirneſles againſt the 
World, continuing all along with him, till ſuck 
time as he was Apprehended 15 the Garden ; and 
then, moſt probably, fled with the reft, accord- 
ing 2s had been foretold by the Prophet, 7 wi 
ſite the Shepherd,and the Sheep (hall be ſcattered. 
After our Bleſſed Lord was Aſcended, and the 
Holy Gnolt had, in 1ts miraculous Power, ben 
plentitully ſhred upon the Apoitlcs, he departes 
Dr Scythia, and there Preached the ererialting 
Golpel, Converting many of tho? wild 27) _ Bar 
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| barous People to the Faith, and true Belief of the 


Goipel : Preac hing as he went through Cappadocia,

ledge of Chriſt,and cauſed a Church to be founded 
for Divine Worſhip, ordaining Stachys (whom 
St. Paul calls his Beloved Stachys) for Biſhop of 
that City, when leavingall things in good Order, 
he took his Jouney through Thracia, IMacedontay 
Theſſalia, Achaia, and as ſome affirm Epirus ; and 
having planted the Goſpel in many places, he 
came to Patre, a City Achaia, where he ſealed 
his Teſtimony with his blood. 

For as It is mentioned by Philaſirius, who ind 
Anno 380, he going thither at what time «Zgeas 
a wicked Pagan being Pro-Conſul, he Converted 
a great number to the Faith ; which the Pro- 
Conſul perceiving, waxed exceeding angry, and 
uſed both Threacs and fair means to ſtay the pro- 
greſs of the Goſpel, though all in vain 5 which 

increaſed his anger &o far that he cauled the Apg-. 
le to be brought before him, demanding how he 
durſt pervert « as he called it ) the people from 
their Antient Worſhip ? who with an undaunted 
Reiolution told him, that ke taught them the 
right way to Everlaſting Happineſs; and that they 
having been brought up in Superſtition and Ido- 
Jatry, 1t was now "high time for them to embrace 
ſaving Knowledge, and the L1ght of the Goſpel. 
Ar which the Pro-Conſul derided the Apoſtle as 
an Innovator and Propagator of !har Reirgion, whoſe 
Arzthor the jews had int amouſly put to death up3n a Croſs. 
W hereupon the Apoſtle DCgan to declare the inf- 

nite Love of our Lord, that he would voucnfate 
to come down from Heaven, and by taking our 
Nature upon him, {after Death for Loſt and un- 
alone Man, ard that there was no other name un- 
der Heaven, by which any could be i aved but by

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Conſul growing more inraged, told him, that let 
who would believe it, as for his part he would 
not, and that if he (meaning St. Andrew) would 
not do Sacrifice to the Heathen Gods, he ould 
dye upon that Croſs, which he had preached, and 
ſo much Extolled. To which he replyed, that he 
did Sacrifice every day to God the Creator of the world 


and all things therein, yet not with fiery Sacrifices or 


bloody offerings, but in the Sacrifice of the Immaculate 
Lamb of God, who made himſelf an Off ering for the 
attonement of the ſins of the World, Upon which the 
Tyrant commanded him to Priſon, which þ 
troubled the People that had not the Apoſtle per- 
fwaded them to Patience and Meeknelſs they had 
Mutined. | | 

The next day he was again brought into his 
Preſence who then began by many flattering De- 


vices to perſwade him not to deſtroy himſelf but 


live with him and enjoy the Pleafures of Life, 
Ypon which the Apoſtle told him, that if he 
would Renounce his Idolatries and -Embrace the 
offers of the Goſpel, he ſhonld have Eternal Lit: 
which was far exceeding what could beelſewhere 
expected ; when as the Pro-Conful told him plam- 
iy, that the reaſon why he urged him to Sacrihce 
ro the Gods was, that by his Example fuch as had 
allen off might again return to the Antient wor- 
wp, telling him that otherwiſe he ſhould fuffer

aud that he ſnorld be Inftantly Crucified. To

the utmoſt Tortures that he could invent as know- 
ing he ſhould find the better acceptance at the 
hands of his Lord and Maſter, the more he {uffer- 
ed for his fake. Upon which he was Condemned 
to be Crucified ; and that which the rather in- 
duced the Pro-Conſul 1o to do, was, for that he 
had Converted his Wife Maximilia and his Bro- 
ther Stratocles to the Chriſtian Faith, upon his 


having cured them of ſeveral deſperate Diſtem- 
pers, with which they were afflicted. 


When he was Condemned, the Pro-Conſul or- 
dered him to be Scourged ; and as he was going 
to be Crucifed the People cryed out, he was a 
good and juſt man; yet he was taſtened upon the 
Crois with Ropes, that he might be the longer 
dying, the Crols being two beams: {et in the 
faſhion of the Letter X. From this Croſs, after 
he was faſtened to it, he Preached to the People 
for the ſpace of two days ; and by his admirable 
Patience, Courage and Periverance: Converted 

many to the Faith. During his hangins: there, 
creat fute was made to the Pro-Conful for his 
Life, but our Apoſtle defired them not to Inter- 
ceed for him, for that he was greatly deſirous to be 
aifſolved, and tobe with Chriſt. Praying earneſtly 
to Heaven that he might at that time finiſh his 
Race, and be Crowned with Martyrdom : And 
ſo it happened, for he there gave up the Ghoſt ; 
his better part Aſcending to his' Maſters Toy. 
After which, his Body bei Ng taken down, WAS 
 Embalmed =t the Command of Maxinilia, whom 

he had Converted, and atterwards layed In 2 
Stately tomb prepared for that purpoe ; where 

it continued mill the time of Conſtantive the Great,

and was at his Command brought to Conftan. 
tinople, and buried there in the Great Church 
which he had founded to the Honour of the

And thus much for St. Andrew, for whom

Standard : and, during the time that Popery 
overipread that Kingdom, payed Divine Ado- 
ration at his Shrine, and invoked his Aid upon 
all Occauons.

__ AMES. iirnamed the Great, either in 
reſpet of his Age, for the better diſtin- 
— guſhing the two Apoſtles of that name, or 
for {ome peculiar Favours our Lord beſtowed 
upon him above the reſt. By Birth he was 2 
 Galilean, but of what Town 18 uncertain ; his 
Father was Zebedee, he being by Trade a Fiſher- 
man, being nearly related to the Mother of our 
Lord : This was he who, together with his Bro- 
ther, left their Father in the Ship, and followed 
Jeſus ; not long after which he was called from 
the Station of an Ordinary Diſciple to the Apo- 
ſtolical Office, and not that alone, but often 
honoured with extraordinary and peculiar Fa- 
vours, above the reſt ; he being one of the 3 
whom our Lord uſually made choice of to 2dmit 
to the moſt private TranfaCtions of his Life. As, 
with Peter and his Brother John, ic was taken by 
our Saviour when he raied 7airus's Daughter £0 
Lite, as likewiſe a Spectator of our Saviour's Glo- 
rions T ransRgeration upon the Mount, and wa

After our Saviour's Aſcenſion, Sophronzus tells us, 
he Preached to the diſperſed Jews z which can be 
meant. of no other than ſuch, as, for fear of the 
Perſecution, had Rperated themſelves, that is 
the Chriſtians, who upon the Death of St. Ste- 
phen, fled from their Habitation, as 1n many 
places Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory makes mention : But 
the-Spaniſh Fathers alledge, and greatly contend, 
that he, after zhe had preached the Goſpel in 7«- 
dea, and Samaria, came into Spain, and other 
Weſtern parts, and there continued preaching 
for a long Seaſon. Some will have it, that he 
' came from thence into Britain, Jreland and other 
{lands of the Sea ; and after having appointed 
ſuch Diſciples, as he thought moſt convenient to 
carry on the work he had begun, he returned to 
Teruſalem. SY 

Of this no Antienter Writers, than ſuch as 
lived in the middle Age of the Church, give us 
any Account ; when as 'tis mentioned by {ſidore, 
the Breviary of Toledo, an Arabick Book of Anas 
frafius Patriarch of Amntzoch, concerning the Paſ 
ſion of the Martyrs, as likewiſe ſeveral others 
after them : But Baronius himſelf, does not much 


credit what they have written, though he raiſed 


ſome Arguments to make 1t plauſible, the Apoſtle 
might take fuch a Journey, though few believe, 
that the length of time, between his firſt depar- 
ture from Feruſalem to the time of his Martyr- 
dom, couid well permit it ; but to leave that to 
the judgment of the Reader I ſhall proceed. 


CHE to Heroa the Great, havin 7, by CERT poo 
ins into the avour of 
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The Life of St. James. 31 
Sneceflor to Caligula, obtained an Inlargement of 
his Domintons 3; he came from Rome to take poſi- 
{ſion of the ſame, and being very zealous for the 
fewiſh Religion, eldom {uttering any day to paſs 
wherein he was not prelent at the Sacrifice, be- 
ing very deſirous, at his Entry upon his additio- 
nal Soveraignty, for the better ingratiating him- 
ſelf into the Hearts of the People, he could ke no 
readier way to Effect it, than by perſecuting the 
Chriſtians : A fort of men whom he well knew 
the Jews exceedingly hated, as profeſling a Novel 
and upſtart Religion ( as they termed it ) which 
was quite contrary to the Mofaick Inſtitutions. 
Hereupon he canſed a great number of Chriſtians 
to be Imprifoned , and Amoneſt the reſt our. 
Apoſtle, who, Maugre all his Malice, when the

A ſhort time after his Impriſonment Sentence of. 
Death was paſſed upon him ; and as he was led 
£0 the Place of Execution, according to Clemens 
Aſlexandrinus, the Souldier or Officer who guard- 
ed him to the place of his Martyrdom; or as 
Szidas will have it, his Accuſer being Convinced, 
by the Courage and Bravery of the Apoſtle, in 
his cheartully going to his Death, came and fel} 
down before him, asking Pardon for what he had 
done; upon which: the Bleſſed man raiſed him 
from tae ground, embraced, and kiſſed him, ſay- 
ing, Peace my Son, peace be to thee, and a pardon of

the Diſciples. To this Diſciple it was that our 
Saviour faid, :f 1 will that he ſhall tarry till T come,

After the Death of Domitian, Cocceins Nerva 
ſucceeding him in the Empire he revoked man 
of his wicked Edi, recalling ſich as he had ba- 
niſhed ; of which Indulgence St. 7ohz taking the 
advantage, left Patmes and returned again to Aſi 7; 
his antient charge, but chiefly his fixed ſeat at 
Epheſus, where he had left Timothy as Biſhop or 
Preſident, who during his Abſence had been Mar- 
tyred by the People for perfwading them againſt 
their Heatheniſh Rites, Feaſts and Sports. St. 
John (as Nicephorus reports) being arrived, canſed 
ſeveral ſmall Churches for Divine Worſhip to be

T hat St. Philip was Married 1s generally afhr- 
med not only by Clemens of 4lexandria,but by di 
vers Others,who reckon him amongſt the number 
of the married Apoſtles, Polycrates Biſhop of Ephe 
ſes tells us that Philip the Apoſtle ſuffered Mar- 
tyrdom at Herapslis with two of his Daughters 
who perſevered in their Virginity, and that 2 
third died at Epheſus and was buried there : but 
ſome think he might be miſtaken and take Phily 


the Deacon, who lived at Ceſarea; of whok 
Daughters we read in the Hiſtory of the Apoſtles; 


but of this no certainty : but it 1s obſerved by the 
Antients, that he was one of the Apoſtles that 
left no Sacred Writings behind him, the greater 
_ part of his Life (as Exſebinus obſerves) being taken 
up and Employed in the Miniſtry of the Goſpel 
in Preaching and Inſtructing the Nations, having 
}1ttle time to write any books; or if he did, per- 
naps they might be loſt either at the time of his 
Death,or afterward ; and fo failed of being trant 
mitted to Poſterity. Though Epiphanins informs 
vs THAT the Gnoſticks in former times produced 1 
Goipel giving it the name of St. Philip's Goſpel 
WHICH they applyed to the patronizing of thel! 
pernicious Principles,and diabolick Practices ; but

His Sentence 
was to be Crucihed-z and when the day of Exe- 
cution came, he went chearfully to embrace his 
Death Comforting and Exhorting his Profelytes 
to keep ſtedfali in the Faith and Dettrine that they had 
received, which was able to make them wiſe unto [als 
vation : and io continued to inſtruct them to the 
laſt moment of his Life. Several there are that 
afirm he was Crucihed with his head downwards, 
and that he was fleyed alive, which. cruel uiuage 
as Plwtarch telateth was .common in that Coun- 
try. | 

After his Death, his Body was removed to 
Darus a City in the Borders of Perfa ; trom thence 
to Liſparis, one of the e/£rolian Cities ; from 
thence to Benevent in /taly, and from thence to 
Rome. Afﬀter his Death, a certain Sect of Here- 
ticks produced a Fabulous Goſpel under the Title 
of his name; but it was ſoon deſcryed to be 2 
Cheat; and not only rejected as Apocryphical, but 


alſo layed afide even by thoſe who had been the 
Forgers of the ſame.

was a Tax-gatherer under the Reman Publicans; 
an Office though deteſtable amongſt the Jem, 
yet greatly eſteemed amongſt the Romans. Oi: 
Saviour firſt eſpied him near to the Sea of Cape 
naum, where he ſat at the receipt of Cuſtom an; 
had no ſooner called him, but he left his Wealt} 
and followed him, and at that time entertainel 
Qur Saviour and his Retinue at Dinner, where 
upon the Phariſees upbraided him, that he eat witi 
Publicans and Sinners, when as he told them tha: 
it was only thoſe that were ſick who needed a Phy: 
tran. | 

After his Eleftion to the Apoſtolate, he con- 
tinned at feruſalem till our Lord's Aſcenſion ; ther 
preached the Goſpel in Jadea for ſeveral years, 
and at his departure he wrote his Goſpel and left 
It with the Chriftiens whom he had Converted.

ro him in the form of a beautiful youth, gave him a 
wand, which he pitching in the ground, it ſtrait ſprung 
zp a tall Tree : and that by ſis working Miracles he 
Converted the Prince of that Country. Put as to the 
Credit of thoſe Reports, I muſt refegthem to the 
Judgement of the Reader, by reaſon they have 
been looked upon by ſome as Fabulous and ground- 
teis.

that Grand Ceremony. A man of Reſolution and

not to periwace him from it, but ſaid, Let »s alſo 


go that we may dic with him, John 11. 16. All that 


can be chars ed upon him, 15 his unaptneſs of Be- 
lief, and want of a quick Apprenenhon readily to 
underſtand our Saviour's words, which ſome of 
the Fathers have rather attributed to a ſound 
Judgment and mature Deliberation, in not being

preached the Goſpel for ſome time, he departed 
thence for Cyrene, thence into Africa ; though 
Baronius will not allow of that 3 making Peter the 
firſt Planter of Chriſtianity in thoſe Parts. But 
how far his Negative in that point may be credit- 
ed, let any conſider that underſtands. What he 


goes 3 in that caſe, is done to make his own Aﬀer- 


tions good in relation to St. Peter ; for ſhould he 


_ own that any other of the Apoſtles had been there 


before Peter, he would confound himſelf.

Trajan the Reman Emperour, but that by reaſon of 
the difference of years and the deſcription of both

His Apoſtle goes under three ſeveral names 

as Jude,Thaddens, and Lebpens, but accord- 

ing to the Opinions of {ſuch as have inqui-

As for his Deſcent and Pa- 
rentage, he was one of the four that were called 
our Lord's Brothers, Son to Joſeph, and Brother 
to St. James Biſhop of Jeruſalem ;, that he was one 
of the Twelve Apoſtles is certain, being often 
numbred with them by the Evangeliſts ; and eſpe- 
cially 1 the 14. Chapter of St. Jo's Goſpel, we 
find upon our Saviour's declaring to his Diſciples 
what great things he and his Father would do 
and what glorious -Maniteitations he would make 
of his Power and Godhead, after his Refurrecti- 
on to ſuch of his Diſciples as perſvered in their 
Obedience. St. Jude {who looked for nothing 
lets than a Temporel Kingdom of the Meſſiah, 
not thinking how that meen condition in which 
Our Sa7ICur continued in upon Earth, could con-

tries adjacent ; from thence he went into Syri 
and Meſopotamia.

70 ; but a way being made for him by the Ape | 
ſtacy of Judas Tſcariot ( that Son of Perdition) 
he was afterwards numbered amongit the 12, and 
Called to be an Apoſtle. For upon Peter's a 
quaiating the reſt that ſince Judas was fallen of 
it was but neceſſary that another ſhould {upply hs 
place, whereupon they pirched upon AZatthias 
2s avery fit Perſon for tc uwnrtake fo Sacred an 
Employment ; which he 2s joyrullye moraces,when 
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the Lot fell upon him. 


Not long aiter which, he with the reſt receiv- 
ng the Holy Ghoſt, he betook himſelf to the 
Province that was allotted kim ; and rf Preach- 
ing the Goſpel in Jzd42z, where indeed moſt of 
the Apoſtles began to proclaim the lad ridings 
of Salvation to 1ankind, He then pailed on to 
Macedonia, where it 1s reported, but with wat 
credit 1 know not, that the Gentiles, to try kis 
Sanftity, gave him a cup of intoxicated Wing, 


who in the Name of jefis drank it of without 


doing him the leaſt harm, and that he cured about 
Fo Perions who had Þzen poiſoned with the fame 
Intoxicated Potion, and by laying his hands on

time of Eaſter, at what time the great Solen 
nities of Serapis, one of their reputed god 
happening to be Celebrated : Whilſt St. Mark: 
intent at Divine Worſhip, the Barbarous Mult 
tude broke in upon him, and faſtening Cords; 
bour his Feet dragged him through the Streetsi 
2 moſt inhumane manner, {ſo that his Fleſh w 
corn off by the Craggyneſs of the way ; wk 
not ſatisfied with this, they caſt him into a Pz 
ſon near the Sca, where he was comforted in h 
Agony by a Divine Apparition.

It is faid of him that he being at Rome with St. 
Peter, he there wrote his Goſpel at the earneſt 
requeſt of the Chriſtians. As to the deſcription 
of his Perſon, he was of a middle fize, his Noſe 
long, his Eye-brows turning back, his Eyes grace- 
ful and amiable, his Head, in his declining age, 
bald, his Gatequick, and the Conſtitution of his 
Body ſtrong and healthful ; he being of a very 
Couragious Mind, as appears by his boldly prea- 
ching the Goſpel to the Barbarous Nations, and 
reproving them of their Idolatry though at the 
colt of his own Life. And thus much ſhall ſuffice 
in relation to this Holy Evangeliſt.

That he was not only a man of great Learning, 
but alſo, morethan ordinary, inſpired by the Holy 
Spirit 3 his two Books, v:z. his Goſpel; and the 
Aft of the Apoſtles teſtifie : In the former he 
ſets down the Life of our Saviour, and many of 
his glorious Works and Aftions, from the time 
of his Birth, till the time of his glorious Aſcen- 
fion ; though, as many Believe, he never ſaw 
Our Saviour, or at moſt had little or no Converſe 
with him. As for his cond Book, we may ima- 
2Inc that he took great pains tb Travel with the 
Apoſtles, eſpecially with St. Pax, asI have before 
recited, that by that means he might be the bet- 
ter enabled to give a faithful Account of their 
Actions, that ſo he might Record them for the be- 
nefit of the Church in all Ages. And thus much

Aving run through the Lives of the Bleſſed 
Apoſtles and Evangeliſts, 1 ſhall now pro- 
ceed to give the Reader a view of ſuch 

Worthies, who, next to them, fought ſucceſsfully 
under the ViCtorious Banner of our great Captazn, 
the Lord Jeſus, and through him became more than 
Cnquerors, And firlt 1 ſhall begin with St. [gnatizs , 
but leſt any at firſt view ſhould think him to be 
the Popiſh /gnatins, which Founded the Order of 
the Jeſurtes, theſe are to fatisfie, that this /onatius 
was Born, nay ſuffered Martyrdom ſeveral hun- 
dred years before Popery was known, and above a 
thouſand years e're the deſtructive Order of Jeſutts 
had Being. Butto my purpoſe. 

St. Ionatins, as himfelf teſtifies, was Dorn 12. 
years before the Crucifixion of our Sav1our, he 
having with his proper Eyes beheld him in the

Gratulatory Sacrifice to be offered to his gods i 
every City, for the Victory he hed obtained ; ax 
at his coming to Antioch, Ionatins was required 


be preſent and aſſiſting at the Sacrifice, by ſuch 


willed his deftruCtion, they thinking they coul 
n0t have a fairer opportunity to work his Run 
Put he utterly refuſing fuch a deteſtable wicket 
neſs, was brought before the Emperour, wher 
to his Face he did not only deny 1o to do, bt 
ſharply reproved him for his Idolatry, worſhpin 
Falſe Gods, and Images made with hands : Upa 
which the Emperour in a Rage commanded that ; 
Guard of Soudiers ſhould carry him to Kozae, ani 
thereto caſt him in Prifon till his Arrival. 


Whereupon he was carried by ſhort Journk' 


throngh Afiz, but in his way he was no whit u: 
mindful of his Charge, for as he went, ftridt 
Guarded, he Preached the Apoſtles DoCtrine,ai 
Confirmed a great number that were waver; 
as ukewiſe ſtrictly charged them to beware « 
Herefie and endeavour to extirpate it, which 
like Tares would oreatly annoy the Churches wheat 
{ending ſeveral Epiſtles to the Churches, earnel: 
ly deiring them to continue ftedfaſt and put the: 
truit 1n the Lord, 

VYnen he came to Smyrna, where Polycarp we 
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like a good Shepherd diligently feed them with 
the ſpiritual Food of the Everlaſting Goſpel , 
which 15 able to make men wiſe unts Salvation ; as alſo 
another to the Church of Magneſia, which he 
directcd to Dama their Biſhop, another likewiſe 
he wrote to Potybius, Paſtor of the Church of 
Tralls ;, with which he ſent an Exhortation, de- 
firing him to be Courageous, and not to decline 
the Crown of Martyrdom, if offered ; putting 
him 1n mind of the Sufferings of our bleſſed Lord 
and Saviour, and of the.Joy he was to receive if 
he continued faithful! ro the end : telling them of 
his cruel uſage in. his way to Rome, and how rea- 
dy he was to iuffer for Chriſt's ſake; Concluding 
with theſe words, Let Fire, Groſs breaking of 
| Bones, quartering my Members, cruſning my Body, or 
all the torments that Men and Devils can invent, be« 
fall me, ſo that I may but enjoy my Lord Jeſus. 
When he came to Rome he wrote to Policarp, 
a godly Paſtor, to take into his Care and Charge 
the Church of Azrioch, whilit he could Elect a fit 
Perſon to be Biſhop in his Room ; whereby he - 
proved himſelf to be a juſt and ſincere man, who 
evenin death was mindful of his Flock. 
When the day of his Martyrdom came, he 
chearfully ſaid, 1 am Gods Corn, when the wild Beaſts 


have ground me to powder with their teeth T ſhall be 
ps white bread. He {aitered Martyrdom the 11th. 
year of Trajan, being, 


as many of the Antients 
aftirm, Torn to Pieces Dy wild Beaſts in the The- 


atre to make the T'Frant iport. And thus ended 
the Life of this good Man, who upon many occa-

in vain. In the firſt Village they purſued him to 
the ſecond, and there appretending two Boys, 
they ſcourged them fo crueily that one of them 
confeſſed where the Holy Man lay, and directed: 
them to his Lodging ; from whence although he 
might have eſcaped their hands, he refuſed, fay- 
ins, the will of the Lord be fulfilled, when they had 
beſet the houſe he came down to them, and told 

them he was the man they ſought, when behold- 
ing his Gravity and Cheariul Countenance many 
repented that they had employed themſelves in {o 
il} a work,wiſhing that they had never undertaken 
it, Aﬀer a while he invited them in, and order- 
2d meat to be {et before them, only requeſting the 
favour to have an hours time to Pray in private 
the which they granted: the fervency of whoſe 
Prayers being heard by many of his Perſecutors, 
they could not abſtain from weeping, and were 
forced to confeſs he was a good man. 

Now the Night betore the Morning he was ap- 
prehended, he had a Viton, and therein he. 
thought the Pillow that was under hs head was con- 

ſumed to Aſhes, with which he acquainted ſevera) 
of his Friends, and from thence Prognoſticated 
that his Life was aimoſt at a period. 

After he had prayed, he came to thoſe that were 
to carry him before the Proconiul, who ſt him 
upon an Aſs, and io brought him to Yayvn where 
he arriving,(upon the ſolemn Feaſt day )was met by 
Herod and his father Nicetes, who were Rulers un- 
der the Proconſai : 3 the former of which greeting 
him kindly, took him up into his Coach or Cha- 
riot, and began to commune with him after this 
manner, What wiil it injure you, or what narm 
is it to ay, Lord Ceſar, or to-Sacrifice aud be ſavea? 
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To which he meekly replyed, 7 wil! noty ney, 


dare I do according to your Counſel, From whig 
and ſeveral other Speeches of the Holy Man, 4, 
rod gathering that he could not work upon him 
| fair means, he began to threaten him, and at lx 
tumbled him out of his Chariot ; which he tag 
with exceeding Patience, when, as It 1s recordy 
in ſome of his Epiſtles, a Voice was heard iro 
Heaven, ſaying, Be of good cheer, O Polycarp, a; 
play the man. | 
When he came before the Proconful, -he & 
manded of him, whether he was that Polycarp 
which he had heard ſuch complaints ? but becky. 
ed to him to deny that he was the man ; by 
when he ſaw he would not deny himſelf, he defir 
ed him to tender his fafety, and have regard unti 
his Age, ſaying, Swear by the Fortune of Celar, Re 
pent of what is pa#t, and ſay, Remove the wicked. Uy 
on which Polycarp, looking ſtedtaſtly npon his Ac 
cuſers ſaid, Remove theſe wicked. But notwith 
ſtanding the Proconſul urged him again, faying, 
Swear and I will let thee go, Blaſpheme ard defie Chris 
ard thou ſhalt be ſafe. To which the good Man re: 
plyed, fourſcore and fix years have T ſerved Chrifh 
neither bath he ever off ended me at any time, and hm 
then can Trevile my King that has thus preſerved m. 
The Proconiul urged him again to {wear by th! 
Fortune of Czſar. To which he replyed, that th 
Chriſtian Religion tanrht Obedience to all Governourt 
but to ſear by his Fortune out of vain-glory he abſe 
lutely refuſed. Upon which he threatned him with 
wiid Beaſts, Fire, and other Torments ; but he 
Itoco. retolate in his Faith, ſaying, You threazen mt 
with Fire wnich fall laſt bat an hour, and is quick 
guencied, bit you are i5noramut of toe everlaſting fire a 
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the day of Judgment and of thoſe endleſs torments 
which are reſerved for the wicked ; but why aclay you? 


appoint me to what death you pleaſe. Which the Pro- 
conſul hearing was amazed at his Courage, and 
commanded the Cryer to Proclaim thrice in the 
midft of the Theatre, that Polycarp was a Chriſtian. 
But this not at all appeaſed his Enemies, who 
thirſted after notning more than his Blood, and 
thereupon deſfired.the Proconſul that he might be 
thrown to the Beaſts ; but he UE the time for 
the Game of Beaſts was paſt, tney prayed that he 
might be expoſed to the itames to which lait he con- 
ſented ; and thereupon the multitude led him aways 
Crying, this is that Ditloy oj [ Ally the Fat Jer 4 tbe 
Chriſtians, the overthrower of our Gods\who hatir taught 
many, that our Gods are not to be Adored. Peary 
one of them fetching wood from their Shops and 
Houſes. : 
When the Pile was reared, the de Man put © 
his Apparel being affiſted therein by the Faithful 
Chriſtians, that came to take ht laſt Farewel all 
of him, ſtriving to touch his Body, as accounting, 
it no {mall Honour.

y he knew that he accounted hi: WOrthy © Q 
ter for his Names fake. 
When he had ended ms Prayer, the Tormen- 
tors kingdled the Fire, the which thonzh raged 
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fearfully to the Appearance of the Behoiders, yy, 
it bent Archwiſc,and touched not his Body, whic 
at. that time ſent forth 2 fragant ſmell like Fra: 
incenſe, when as the Cruel Perſecutors Perceir 
ing he ſtood uninzured by the Flame, their Raz 
increaſed, whereupon they called a Torments;

Tonyſins Arecpagita was an Athenian by Birth, 
deſcended of Noble Progenitors ; and in his 
youth having attained to the Excellency of 

Learning 1 In Philoſophy, Aſtronomy, and all other Hu- 
mane Sciences. He lived in our Say1our's time, and 
he it was that at the Death of our bleſſed Lord, be- 
Holding the dreadful datkneis that then happen- 
ed, faid, that either the God of Nature ſuffered, or 
that the frame of the world would be difſolved. And 
farther, that God unknown in the F leſp did ſuffer, for 
whoſe cauſe the Oniverſt e was coverea with thick datk- 
neſs. And yet at that time he was but a Heathen ; 
yet being cheif Juds of the Court of the Areoparztes, 
ſeated on the hill of Mars near Athens, he was 
| there Converted 5y St. Paul, at what time the 
People brought him before him, to give judgment 
azainft him for Preaching againſt their Gods, and 
dſpiling their A Altars; as alſo his Wife was Con- 
verted at the fame time, whereupon he not only 
delivered the Apoſtle from the rage of the multi- 
tude, but kindl; bory reared him to requite which 
kindneſs; after h ne had openly pro felled Chriſtiant-

T Uſftin Martyr was born at Neapolis, a City in 
FJ the Country of Paleſtine, being Son to Priſcus 
 Bachius, who during his Nonage cauled hint 
to be inſtructed in learning who by 1s Acute Wit 
and ready underftanding, attained to iluch per- 
feftion, that he became a famous Philoſopher : 
But not reſting there, he ſought ior ſomething 
more Divine, and thereupon tryed molt of the 
Schools and Learned Men of that Age. Infomuch 
that for his more than ordinary acquirements he 
was eſteemed by all that knew him ; but when he 
grew up to perfect years, he {ill contemplating 
upon the nature of Divine Beings ; at laſt it plea- 
ſd God to put in with his Holy Spirit, and by the 
means of Saving Knowledge, to give a right un- 
ſtanding of what before he beheld but dimly. 

The means that firſt brought him to embrace 
| Chriſtianity, was his beholding the conſtant un- 
- daunted and Couragious ſuffering of ſuch as 1aid 
down their Lives for the Teſtimony of the Lord Feſus. 
He being thus grounded , one day as he was 
walking upon the Sea-ſhore, he met an old man 
of Venerable Aſpe& ; who after ſome Diſcourſe 
told him, That Philoſophy conld not dire&t him 
to Heaven, for. that it was a Science that wes 
* clouded from the true Knowledge of God, and 
W Eternal Life. And upon reaſoning with him a- 
- Dout the immortality of the Soul, and a future 
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ſtate of Happineſs, he ſo Confirmed him, that þ 
from that time was a ſtrift Profeſſor of Chriſti, 
nity and a great oppoſer of Hereticks and ſuch; 
fomented diviſions in the Church, by his Learnir: 
confounding their Arguments in ſeveral Difſputz 
tions not. only at Epheſus, but in many other placg 

He drew up an Apology in the Defence of th 
Chriſtian Religion, ſhewing the unlawfulneſs ax 
wickedneſs of Perſecution, which he lent to th 
Emperor and Senate of Rome, as alſo he ſent ale 
ter to Urbicins, Lieutenant of the City, in 6 
fence of the Chriſtians, and the Religion th; 
profeſſed, charging him, that he put men to det 


_ only for their bare Profeſſion, and that with: 


any due Examination which was contrary botht 
the Laws of God and Man ; and, by laying op: 
the Holy Lives of the Chriſtians, 1ſo far prevak 
with the Emperor, that he ſent Letters to his 6 
vernours in fa ſtrictly charging them not top 
any to death for their Religion, unleſs theres 
{ome notorious Crimes proved againſt them. 
After his having painiully preached the Goſp 


in many Countries, at laſt he came to Rome, whe 


he had many Conteits with the Philoſophers a 
Sages ; and was at laſt by the procurement of 0 
Creſcens, Condemned and accordingly Beheadt 
Anno Chriſti 139 ; end as Epiphaninus has it, und 
the Reign of 4d:;a7 himielf, having ſome ti 
before Prognofſticated his own death. And ok 
this Faithtal Labourer in Chriſt's Vineyard.

Renens was born in Aſia, hook his Parents 
were Grecians ;, who, as ſome think, fled thi- 
ther to avoid the ſtorm of Perſecution. In his 

green years he was under the Tutorage of Poly- 
carp Biſhop of Smyrna, who as you have have heard 
{uffered for the Faith. 

Growing up to Maturity, he went into Fraxce ; 
where he was ordained a Miniſter of the Church 
at Lyons , and there taught and inſ{trufted his 
Flock even in the moſt perious times ; not only 
by reaſon of the Perſecutions that were raiſed by 
the Heathen Emperours , but by the Troudles 
that happened by reaſon of the Sects and Herelies 
that ſprung up; yet he fo wiſely ordered his Af- 
tairs, that in a ſhort time he brought things into 
2 peaceable condition : when, after the Martyr- 
dom of Photinus,he was by the General conſent of 
the Brethren made Biſhop of Lyons, where he 
continuing for the ſpace of 23 years brought 2 
number aver to the Faith of Chriſt, and con- 
tounded the Doctrine of the Hereticks, as ont i= 
745, Theodofins, Alcibiades, Maximilianand others, 
who. ſpread abroad their Infe&tion to corrupt 
Chriſtianity : after which he ſent Letters to F- 
lenthcrius then Biſhop of Rome, to defire him to be 
dilifent in keeping the Church in perfect Unity. 
He wrote five Books againſt Hereſte, wherein he

After he had fat Biſhop for ſome, and differ 
ſd with many difficulties, God was pleafed to gi 
Peace to his Church, but it continued not long fg 
after the death of Commodus, Severus \ucceedin, 
he raiſed up the fifth Perſecution ; during whic 
the Chriſtians went to wreck on all ſides, hr 
eſpecially at Lyons : . Infomuch that by reaſon 
the number that were lain, the Blood in abw 
dance ran down the Pavements ; when, afte 
ſome time, this Holy Man being taken, with ſer; 
ral of his Chief Friends, they were led to the ty 
of a Hill, on which were placed Croſſes on ay 
hand, and Idols on the other; and they put ti 
their Choices either to embrace the Idols, ant 
Iive,or to be Crucified : upon which they joyfull 


_ Choſe the latter, ſuffering Martyrdom Azne Chrij 
182, and of Irezeus his Age 60, Or as ſome nil 


have 1t 90. 
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T he Life of Tertullian. 


Ertullian was by Birth a Carthaginian, de- 
3 ſcended of Noble Parentage, his Father 
being a Centurion of the Proconfular Cr- 
der 3 an Office in great eſteem amongſt the Ro- 
mans, He in his youth gave himielf wholly to 
ſtudy and attained to ſuch Perfection, that he was 
admired by all men, his Praiſe being left upon 
Record by many of our Modern Divines. 
At his firſt entry upon Chriſtianity he was mad? 
a Presbyter ; in which ſtate he continued teach- 
ing and inſtruCting ſuch as he could, in the Princi- 
_Ples of Religion, rill about the middle of his Age, 
being a great oppoſer of the SeCts of Hereticks, 
which then began to ſwarm in moſt Cour cries 
Where the Goſpel had been planted. He uving 
in the Perſecution under Severus, was A great de- 
fender of the Chriſtians from {ſuch as fouzht 
their Lives, not only by his Arguments even T0 
the Convincing of their Adverſaries, but ei by 
protecting them from their Rage and w-lice, 
and by his Godly perſwaſions {o wrought n>_ -: 
the Emperour, that he was contented to ſt-;7 -- 4 
Perſecution for a time, during which intro | h 
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he wrote ſeverzl excellent Books 2gainft ct 55 Pp 
'reticks ; fome of which are extant to t5:5 325. : 
and eſpecially that, De Grroaa Min, viii. 
wrote upon the occaſion of a Chriſtian >< or > 
refuiing to wear 2 Lawrei Crown upon ©:

Rigen was Born of Chriſtian Parents, Ars 

189 being Son to Leonides who trained 

him up in all good Literature, and fo well 

inſtructed him in the grounds. of Chriſttanity, 

that he in a ſhort time was too hard for his 

Teacher ; at which his Father inwardly rejoyced, 

though he outw ardly ſeemed diſpleaſed;and would 

often whilſt he was ſleeping kiis his naked breſt, 

as the Temple wherein the Holy Ghoſt bad choſen to 
dwell. 

Whilſt he was yet a youth the ſtorm of Perſe- 
cutiongrew loud againſt the Church, by which his 
Father was taken from himand carried to Prifon, 
whom he would have followed at the peril of his 
own Life, had not his Mother, by hiding his 
Cloathes,reftrained him ; yer he writ to him ear- 
neſtly admoniſhing him to continue faithful unto 
the end, and not alter his opinion, as indeed he 
did, being g put to death for Chriſts fake, and had 
all' his Goods confiſcated. Whereupon his Mo- 
ther being left to ſhift for him and his Brother, 
they tor a while: ſuffered extream penury 3 _inſo- 
much that he was obliged to maintain himſelf by 
keeping a SENOOL; where he at lealure hours great- 
ly improved his ſtudics L when 2 while after Pro- 
vidence iO ordered 1t, that both he and his Mo- 
ther, together with his Brother, were entertain- 
ed j1 the Houſe of a rich Matron; whereat h15 
comng ne found one Pauls a Heretick, who by 
1s courteons deawan had gained grea © TCpute, 
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not only with the Lady but with many othe: 
who frequented his LeCtures. Yet Origen all the 
in him lay ſhunned his Company, and would x 
ver be perſwaced to joyn with him 1n Prayer, h 
daily buſineſs at. pare times was to viſit ſuch; 
were impriſoned for the Faith, to Infſtrudt, Con 
fort, and Releive them 5 and uſually follow 
them to the place of Execution, though he great! 
. endangered himſelf thereby : Being once carry 
in order to be ſtoned to death, but God mira, 
loufly delivered him from the hands of the He 
then multitude, and prevented their wicked py;

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thither by the Brethren, with Letters whichin 


powered him to be aſliſting to extirpate the Ht 
relie,and make up the diſcord that was happene 
When in his Journy he was by the Biſhop of 7: 
Zeftine made a Presbyter, when he was arrive 
Lnere he grew {o famous, that not only the Chr: 


itians, but the Heathens came far and near i! 
ear him Preach, which fo much Eclipſed ti 
Fe

fame of Demctrins the Biſhop, that he ſtrove by 
21i means to diſgrace him ; and thereupon publiſh- 
ed ſeveral Icendals of him to the. World, and 
amongſt the reft that of celding himſelf. Yet 
the Holy man lite the Palm-tree, the more he 
was oppreſſed th2 more he grew, continuing to 
Preach in Paleſtine, and Ceſarea, where Idammea 
the Emperours Mother hearing of his fame, ſent 
for him, and by his Inſtruftions was confirmed in 
the Faith. He it was that reclaimed St. Ambroſe 
from his Heretieal opinions. oh 

Certain it is that he ſuffered many great af- 
fiftions during the Perſecutions , as Impriſon- 
ment, Racking with Iron bars, Confinement in 
Dungeons and the like ; with many terrible 
threats of death, when at laſt hearing that ſeve- 
ral Chriſtians were carried to the Temple of an 
Idol in Alexandria to burn Incenſe, he ran thi- 


ther and earneſtly exhorted them rather to ſuf-. 
fer death than conſent to 1uch a wickedneſs ; 


where he was no ſooner arrived, but the multi- 


tude let go thoſe they had brought thither, and 
laying hold of him they haled him to the Altar, 


and there propoſed, that he would either offer 


Incenſe to the 1dol, or defile his Eody with an 
vgly Black-more 3 whereupon beirg in a great 
ſtraight they forced the Cenfer into his hands, 


and whilſt he trembling held it, they in the like 


manner obliged him to caſt the I:cenſe into the 
fire ; upon which they all bawled 6::, Origen has 
Sacrificed, Origen has Sacrificed, i which the 
Church Excommunicated kim. 7:ich fo mack 
Erieved him, that had he not t=2:: ;upported by 
the Divine Spirit he had i4!!-;. [20 deſpair. A 
long time he mourned in 1'<2-- $:4 much lament- 
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ed what he had done though unw lingly,many 
his Prayers and Lamentations being yet ext; 
though too tedious to be here inſerted. 

After he had continued thus penitent a 1g 
he was again received into. favour and whilſt 
continued at Alexandria, a Meſſenger came fr; 
the Governour of Arabia with Letters to t 


Leinrenant of Egypt to haſten him thither, tor 


folve the Governour in ſeveral particulars : 
which he ſtood much in doubt 5 whether hex 
immediately difpatched, and fo cpnarmed the 
vernour: that he gave him many rich prefn 
there likewiſe he Inſtructed many, Convertingt 
Infidels, and Confuting the Hereticks, i 
taught that the Souls and Body dyed together, « 


fo at the laſt day would riſe together. Thi 


uikewile Theodor and Athenodoruu Decame | 
Diſciples, and gained fo much under him, th

ſhortly after they were made Biſhops. And w 


the Church began to have reſt, but her Capi 
Enemy was Idle, but ploting all ways imaginz 
to diſturb her peace, infomuck that, Dec 
ceeding Philip in the Roman Empire, he raiſe 
another Perſecution. Ja which among{t the rt 
Origen ſuffered many great aſflictions, as lmpriv 
ments, Racxings, Scourgings2t Iron-ſtakes, a 
noome Dungeons : : and bi: fezt for ſome 0a 
ftretched two yards aluinder in the ſtocks, * 

which he patiently ſuffered for the fake of hi 

Blefied Maiter, who had ſhed his precious Blot 
ro purchaſe his Redemption, that ſo he mig 
loitow hir1 to tho(e ferns al Mes :fors be went befre 


prepares, for all th, at faityfuly love ana ferve him, 


can it be IMert ned that this great Pjilar of tl 
Charch, came any whit ſhort of his blefled ex 
tation: 
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 Hecied in the Reigns of Gallws and Yoluſt anus 
Anno Chriſt: 220. and of his Age 69. leaving be- 
hind him many of his Sacred Works, which in all 
Ages of the Church have been very profitable, but 
eſpecially his Tomes upon the Goſpel of St. Fohr,

Yprian was by Birth a Carthaginian, born of | 
Heathen Parents, himſelf being likewiſe 
trained up in Idolatrous Worſhip, till ſuch 

time as God was pleaſed to open his Eyes and 
ſhew him into what hazard of Eternal woe he 
had plunged himſelf. Learned he was in all the 
Arts and Sciences, that Age was capable off ; 
though they all ſhot wide of Saving Knowledge 
he oreatly addicted himfelf to the Study of Ma- 
e1ck, that Diabolick Art ; yet one day going to 
hear the Miniſtry of Czc:1:zs, a Godly Presbyter | 
of Carthage, more out of curioſity than to prof. 
thereby, but God fo effeftually wrought that by 


that good Mans Preaching ont of the Prophet 


Jonas, our St. Oo" was throughly converte 
to the Chriſtian Faith : W 7 il as the Cartharians 
perceiving that he was 2 true Convert, and be- 
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held his zeal for the Chriſtian Religion, they pre, 
' vailed with him to be ordaineda Presbyter, aft 
which he continued amonegft them Preaching th 
Goſpel and exhorting all to be ſftedfaſt to the end 
and then they would not fail to recerve the promiſe 
Crown of Life. | : 

By his conſtancy in oppoſing the Enemies gf 
the Church , and his undaunted Reſolution, 4 
carrying on the great work of the Goſpel, he 
grew 1n a ſhort time famous amongſt the Chriſt. 
ans, infomuch that he: was made Biihop of Cy. 
thace, and had the governance of all the Churches 
in Africk; for nothing of any moment was done 
without his Knowledge and Conient. Nay, of 
ten the Churches of Spain, and other parts ent to 
him to have his advice in doubtful matters, his by. 
fineſs at all leaſure times was to write to the Þz 
ftors of the Churches, to Admoniſh ther to be 
vigilant in looking to their Charge, leaſt th 
Woives in Sheeps cloathing ſhould get into Gods fall, 
ſeveral of his Excellent Epiſtles being yet ex 
tant. 

He alſo could predict future events long, befor 
they came to pai3. He was ofa Free, Courteow 
and Obliging temper, no ways given to Paſſion, 
ne greatiy achghted in Readings and would lt 

o day pais wherein he did not conſult fome of 
tae Fathers works, but eſpecially Tertullian ; 
whom he cailed his Maſter, endeavonring no- 
thing more than ro keep himſelf unſpoted frem' the 
p-7 urions and acfilements of the fleſh, 

When 2 Perſecution was raiſed again{ the 
IFC by oEmi:a, Preſident of Eoynt, and 
DF Zate7r7.1 and Galerins Aaximis ; in which me 
BY DUncreds of Ciriitiens fell, he wrote an Epi 


{tie 
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tle to the affifted Church, to tell them that 
the true cauſe of their Perſecution, ſprung from 
the diviſion and diſcords amongſt themſelves, For 
how, fays he, can you imagine, but your Enemies will 
get advantage over yoit, when you neglett the Precepts 
of God, and run headlong into gretrvons errors wound- 
mg each other by Schiſms in the Churches, therefore 
Repent from the bottom of your Hearts and God will Re- 
pent him of the evil he intends to affiict you withal. 

Long before this Perſecution he had a Viſion, 


wherein was repreſented a miſerable old Man 


with a careful] Countenance, and on his right 
hand fat a young man very forrowful and heavy, 
and not far off one dancing with a Net out ſpread 
in his bands, calling at ſeveral that ſtood ſome 
diſtance, at which whilſt Cypriaz was wondring 
he ſeemed to hear a voice faying, Toung man that 
thou ſeeft fit on the right hand 1 ſad and ſorrowful, 
becauſe his precepts are not obſerved. But. he on the 
left hand danceth and 1 merry for that occaſion 1 given 
him to get power from the antient Father to afflitt 
FREM. ,* | 

He had likewiſe gnother Viſion, wherein ' he 
was admoniſhed to be ſparing in meats and 
drinks, leaſt that his mind long given to Heaven- 
ly Meditation, might be drawn away by worldly 
allurements. 

In the beginning of the Perſecution he went 
joyfully in to Baniſhment left as himſelf declared he 
ſhould cauſe the Enemies to rage the more againſt hts 
Congregation, he allo continued there very patient- 
ly till after the Death of Dec:zs the Emperour, 
when ne again returned to his charge ; but had 
ſcarce viſited his Friends, before Paternus again 
exiled him , after his death he came back again;

The Life of Enlebius. 


Uſebius was Biſhop of Cel. area, where he con- 

tinned for a long time, diſpoſing and or- 

dering the Affairs of the Church being a 
Mean of great Learning, Mild and Modeſt in his 
behaviour. By his Study and Induſtry he got 
to be ſo Famons that the Emperour Conſtantine 
the Great was wont to {ay of him, that he was not 
worthy only to be Biſhop of one City or Country, but of 
the whole Univerſe. St. Baſil fays of him, that he 
is worthy to be credited for his great Experience 
and St. Hierom declares that Enſebins was a great 
Student of the Sacred Scriptures, and together 
with Pamphzlus the Martyr, a moſt diligent {ear- 
cher of the Divine. Library. He it was that 
wrote a great Part of the Eccleizaſtical Hiſtory, 
and left behind him many famous works of his own 
Writing. 

In his Tune, Euſtathins Biſhop of Antioch, be- 
ing depoſed, as ſome Authors report, for the Sa- 
bellian Herelie, which cauſed no {mall diſtraction in 
that City ; the People Deing avided 1 INtO EWO PAT- 
ties, nay, even the Soaldicrs themſelves, one 
part ſtanding up for the depoſed BLinop, tHe o- 
_ therwere for bringing Evfebins, 1 who utterly re- 


fated to come to them, and the rg vas highly 
commended for his Modeſty 2nd Niogderation by 
the Emperour, who ſent his Fatioes 15 the Go- 
Vernoar itriftly charging him to pat anend to.the

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ſhort time was effected, which otherwiſe ha 
proved the overthrow of that City. 

Within a while after a Synod was aſſembled x 
Tyre, where all the Biſhops Afembled to put « 
end to ſome differences that ſprang up in th 
Church ; whither Euſev:izs at the requeſt of th 
Emperor went, and was conſtituted chief Judge; 
which moved the Envy of many againſt him, ar 
eſpecially Potaiomon, who nad in the former Perk; 
cution been one of his Fellow Priſoners, and noi 
exclaimed that he took too much upon, by exal: 
ins himſelf above the reſt of the Clergy ; but m 
ſcon overcome by the Grave and Mild Speech: 
of Euſebius. 

Many Divines there are that do charge himmit! 
A-iariſm, as denying the Deity of Chriſt ; by 
Athanafns declares that he recanted in the Nun 
Council. And H:erom charges him as an open G& 
fender of the Aria, Doctrine : but on the othe 
hend, Szcrates out of Euſebins's own Writingse 
deavours to virdicate him from that Aſperſi: 
And <cultetus Reports thus, Arms, faith he, 4 
ied the Etermty and Co-equality of the Son of Gul 
but Enſebius every where profeſſes his Eternity, thaui 


he never ſeriouſly believed his Co-equality with the Fi 
wy 


1527, Vernotwithitanding thoſe Aiperiions throm 
EPO IR, the Church has greatly profited by hi 

abours, he being a man of great Wiſdom ar 
"SIC Ht, as does appear Dy the many Books ii 
7652 1 Tome of which have been loſt, but man 
1976 Dz2n tranimitted to Poſterity even till now. 
He ltved t a good old Are, for the moſt par 

24 and Iranquility ; Dying Az Cri: 
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E was by Birth an Iralian, when going to 
Rome, he became a Scholar under Arnobias 


where he greatly profited in Sacred Learn- 


ing, fixing his mind altogether upon Divine 
things. Inſomuch that with the aſſiſtance of God's 
Holy Spirit, he in a fhort time grew. famous ; 
when having perfected his ſtudies at Rome, he de- 
parted thence for B:#hynia, where he kept a School 
of Oratory under the Reigns of. Dzoclefsan and 
Conſtantine the Great, at what time he perceiving 
that many had fled from their Charge, for to ſhel- 
ter from the Perſecution which raged under the 
former of theſe Emperours, he as a Champion 
ſtood up for the defence of the Ciriſtian Rehigi- 
on 3 and both by his Preaching and Writings, 
boldly maintained its Verity and SanGity which 
may Appear by ſome of his Books that are yet ex- 
tant; notwithſtanding which, the Perſecution 
raged fearfully, infomuch that a great number of 
the Chriſtians Churches were demoliſhed by Fire; 
and the Fire agaln 1n ſome placez quenched with 
their Blood, in which time, many © f his Books 


were loſt, yet he reſted {ecure tih P! eaſed hea- : 


ven to allay the Tempeſt ; im which izit no leſs, 2s

Chriſtians.

Great revoked his wicked Decree: and comfort 
ed the Chriſtians ; reftorino them TO THetr Char-

of great parts, both Morally and Divinely Wik: 
he was always Liberal, for whatloever- he receir 
ed, he again diſtributed i it toſuchas were in want 
Infomuch that notwithſtanding the many rich pre 
ſents he received at the hands of the Emperau: 
he died very Poor.

The Biſhop was no ſooner dead, but Athanaſins 
was found out ; and though much againſt his will 
made Biſhop, at which the Hrians and HeretiCcks 
being greatly grieved, fought all imaginable ways 


to intraphim ; making many grievous complaints 
againft him to the Emperour, of all which he 


cared himfelf : yet ceaſed not the reſtleſs Malice 


of his Adverſaries, but again in{inuating them- 
{elves into the Emperor's Favour, they told him 
that Athanaſius was the cheif Cauſe and principal 
Contriver of all the Civil Diſcords that had hap- 
pened in the Church;upon which the Emperor ſum- 
moned him to appear before him ; which he joy- 
fully did, and there bafled all the ObjeCtions that 
were charged againſt him, plainly diſcoyering the 
Malice of his Enemies. Yer could he not reſt 
quiet, for Aris and his Faftion daily fought his 
deſtruction 3 whereupon they charged him for 
breaking the Chalice ; and thet one Arſenius being 
murthered, he had cut off one of his Armes to 
practiſe Magick withal ; and that he had lain with 
2 Woman by force. To try him for theſe pre- 
tended Crimes, a Council was called at Tyras , 
but upon tie hearing of the matter, their Malice 


was again bewreyed, the Perſon faid to be mur-

Reſervation ; for having a Paper of his own Er 
rOnecus OPINtons in his Boſom, When the Empz 
rour asked him whether he did believe all from hi 
. Heart! He faid, he did believe all ; meaning 


that he had written. But not long after Heav - 


Yengeance found hm out, for he going into: 
Privy, there voiced nhis Bowels, and died in thi 
miterable Condition. 


After the death or Conſtantive, his Son Confta + 


21225 Tacceeding him, tne FaCtion fo far prevail 
with him as to gain him to their Party, and th: 
2! of the Orthodox Religion went to wraG 
Great iearch yas there after the Biſhop, and a D: 
cre? ient out to kill nim wherever they found his 


The Biſhops of the True Religion were Imprifo: 


ed,Depoicd and Maſſacred ; fo that nov? all plati

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favour, and reſtore him to his Biſhoprick ; which 
fore grieved his Enemies, who again began to lay 
grievous Accuſations to his Charge, and offered 
to prove them, but being urged thereto they 
could not do It. | 

When Julian came to be Emperour, at the in- 
tance of the Arians he ſent to the Governour of 
Egypt to Baniſh Achanaſins ;, but he only hid him 
till the Death of that wicked Emperour, main- 
taining him at his own Charge. 

After him Jovianns and Yaleatiman Ruling the 
Eaſtern and the Weſtern Empire, he was Recalled 
and Eſtabliſhed in his Biſhoprick ; where after all 
the ſtormes that were raiſed -up againſt him, he 
died in peace at Alexandria, Anno Chriſti 375 1 
having been Biſhop of that See 46 years, during 
which time he had been in many great Perils and 
Hazards of his Life ; for not only Biſhops but 
Emperours and Nations {ought his Deſtruction : 
but God delivered him out of their hands, to the 
Glory of his Name ; for his only truſt was in God - 
alone, which cauſed him often to fay, though Ar- 
mes ſbould encamp about me, yet 7 would not fear, 

He was a man of found judgment, of great In- 
tegrity and Uprigitnes ; much beloved of ai] 
good Chriſtians, which was ſeen by the great re- 
joycing they made at his Re-inftallmeny. |

T. Baſil was born in Pontas, of Chriſtian Pz 
rents ; his Great Grandfather ſuffering Mar. 
tyrdom for the Teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt, un. 

der Galerins Maximits, When this Holy Man wx 
grown to years of diicretion, he went tO Ceſare 
a City in Cappadocia, where he profited much i 
Learning, excelling in a ſhort time all of his Ag: 
When he had continued there for ſome time, h 
departed to Conſtantinop/e, & from thence to Athen, 
and afterwards to Articch ; in which places i; 
greatly Improved his Learning ; often aiſputin; 
and confounding the Arians, who in his timegren: 
iy increaſed. . His Fame being once ſpread abroat 
he was ordained Deacon by Meletins, Biſhop 0 
Antioch, end afterwards Biſhop of Cefarea, by th 
Deceaſe of Exſev:ts his Predeceſlor. 

He had not long been ſettled in that See befor: 
the Emperour Valence, by the perſwaſion of th 
 Arians ( whoſe Opinions he ſtrictly Embraced! 
was prevailed with to remove him, nd put on 
of their Faction in his room, but when the En 
Deror was on his way, news came that his on

But upon the Em- 
perour's refuſing to conſent, he departed ; laying, 
Let God dealwith the child as to bim beſt ſeemeth ana

During the perſecution raiſed by this Emperor 
he put $0 Presbyters into a Ship deſigning to ſet 
it on Fire upon the water ; when meeting with 
Bafil, he PEE him to embrace the Arian 
Dodtrine, promiting to promote hum to great dig- 
nity 3 but heungauntedly told him, that ſuch fair 
Promiſes were fit only to intice Children, bit that he was 
Fatight and nouriſhed by the Holy Scripture and was 
ready rather to ſuſfer a thouſand deaths,than to ſuffer one 
fylable or Tota of the Scriptures to be altered. 

Whereupon the Emperour fell into 2 Rage, 
threatning to put him to Death and Confiſcate 
his po0ds : but he nothing dannted, replyed, he 
feared not what he could do to him for that a he pit him 
ro death it was only to ſet him at Liberty. The Prefect 
ſtanding Dy and hearing his reſolution, told him 
he was mad ;, to whom he replyed,/ wiſh 7 may ve for 
ever thus mad. \Whereupon he had a meghts time 
allowed him to reſolve what was beſt to be done. 

Next Mor MINg, he Preaching in the Church;the 
Emperour came in with an intent to difturb him z 
| but beholding the Gravity of the man, and his 
modeſt Behaviour, he recanted his purpole, and 
would have preſented h1m with a large Glitz but 
he milaly refuſed it. A while after the Prefect: 
fending for mm, Commanded him to com PE with 
t: ne will of the Emperour, or there wa 
cor him but death. Yet gave kim a ances time to 
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conſider, but in vain 5 tor he grew yet more an 
more confirmed, deſiring rather to receive the 
Crown of Martyrdom, than to dye a natur 
Death : which when the Emperour perceived þ 
revoked his Sentence : Yet at the Inſtance of th 
Arians, he conſented to ſubſcribe an Edit for hj

E was Born in France his Father being a Ro- 
B man Prefect, a little after his Birth as he 
-* was lying in the Cradle, a {warm of Bees 
came and ſetled upon his face, and again departed 
without doing him any harm, which cauſed his 
Father to ſay, if he lived he would be ſomething 
reat. 
, After he came to maturity he-Travelled to 
Rome, and there fo cloſely plyed his ſtudy, that 
he in a ſhort time attained to the Excellency of 
Knowledge in Divine things. After a while he 
was appointed by the Emperour V alentinian, to be 
Governour of Jafubria, and Lieutenant of the 
City of Millain, about which time by reaſon of 
the Deatn of the Biſhop of that City there hap- 
pened a great conteſt about Electing a new Bi- 
ſhop. Inſomuch that the City was like to bein 
a1 uproar, whereupon St. Ambroſe going to the 
oreat Church, to periwade them to Peace and 
Unity, after he had made a ſhort Oration, they 
all with one conſent cryed out, Ambroſe, Ambroſe, 
every one now agreeing though greatly divided 
before, that he ſhould be their Biſhop , which 
ſtrange Alteration the Biſhops preſent percetving, 
concluded it hap'ned Dy the Divine Wl of God, 
and thereupon they confirmed the peoples choice, 
{ending to acquaint the Emperour with what had

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better underſtood, upon which, :z. the 16th. of 
December 1653, Camwil by the Procurement of 
kis own Creatures was Sworn Lord ProteQor of 
. England, Scotland, and Ireland; and by that means

tended h:m, and Arriving at the Spaw, his Royal 
Siſter the Princeis of Orange came to Viſit him, and 
there his Majeſty diverted "himſelf for ſome time, 
during which Cromwell was buſy In ſetling | nis Great- 
neſs upon as ſure a Foundation as ne could, by put- 
ing ſuch to Death ( vnder pretence of their Con- 
ſpiring againſt the C anna avs ) whom he thought 
were moit likely to Oppoſe his Tyranny : And a- 
woes this time Collonel Gerrard, and Mr. Woyel 
ereputto Death, for he had his Agents in all parts

For indeed never was any People under pretence 
of Liberty brovgit into ſuch Slavery, and yet it 
was Death to complain, or fo much as murmur a- 
gainfſt the ProteCtors Proceedings. 

About this time the Scots Riling under the Lead= 
ing of the Earl of Glencairn, Monro, and Madaleren, 
reſolved to proſecute the Kings Cauſe, but being 
Routed by General Mozk, all came to nothing. The 
King having left the Spaw, was now arrived at Co- 
logiie, and there himſelfand the Princeſs of Orange 
were Royally Entertained, and ſhortly after they 
were Invited by the Duke of Newbsrg to his Pallace 
of Dunſcl-Dorf, where they Met with thelike Enter- 
tainment; and here it was that the King and his 
Siſter parted, the-former returning to Cxilzy, and 
the latter to Holland, 

During theſe Paſſages the Uſurner- diſcovered 
another Plot by means of his agcnts, which was 
to have been a general Riling al} over England, 
Whereupon ſever al worrhy Perions were fxccured, 
and ſome hundreds {ent beyond Sea, and fold tor 
Slaves 

And now the King with kis Brother the Duke

The War continuing between France and Spain, 
Cromyell according toa Treaty with the French ſent 
over fix thouſand Foot Soldiers to Alliſt that King 
in his Wars againſt Flarders,and in Lien thereof he 
was to have Dunkirk delivered 10to his Poſleſſion, 
which being afterwards taken with great Difficol- 
ty, was accordingly put into the Poſleſhion of the 
Englith : And now the Protector defirons of a high- 
er Adyancement, called an Afembly of his own 
Creatures,who durſt not move but by his Diftates, 
of which Sr. Thon:as Witherinaton being Speaker, it 
was by them Ordained that the Protector ſhould be 
Cloathed in Purple Robes and Inftalled in Ieſtmin- 
fter-Hail after which he Eſtabliſhed a Pajeant Houſe 
of Lords of his own Creation, as 7ohz Lord Heiw- 
ſora the Qondam Cobler, the Lord Clapole, Lord Hre- 
£942, andt the like 3 when wanting Treaſure to ſnp. 
port his upſtart Greatneſs, he ſent his Scouts upon 
the Diſcovery, who brought him News of an 0-

of Miniſters and Schoolmaſters,. with ample Com- 
miflion 
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miſſion t9 Eject ſuch as were Ignorant, under Pre- 
tence of which all the well Aﬀe&ted and Learned 
Men were turned out, and any Blockheads placed 
in their ſteadsthar could but raiſe any conſiderable 
Sum of Mony : Huzh Peters was kept by Cromwell 
' inthe nature of his Jeſter ; it was alſo Enacted by 
one of Nols mechanick Parliaments, that no Perſon 
ſhould be Married but by a Juſtice of Peace, and 
firit to be AsKked 1n the Church, or Proclaimed in 
_ the Market. And now the Tyrants Power began 
to Decline, the People every where Inveighing a- 
. gainſt him in, Private, altho they durſt nor do it 0- 
penly : And now their Eyes being open,they plait- 
ly diſcerned in whar Miſeries their mad Folly had 
Involved them, and would willingly have {hook 
off the Tyrants Yoke, but found it ftick too 
faſt. 
In September Anno 1658, Cromwell began to ſctle 
- his Aﬀaairs, and makea more narrow InipeCtion 1n- 
to matters, as finding a Decay of his bodily Health, 
and was very delirous to ſettle his Son Richard iN 
the Kingdom, if he ſhould at that time Deceaſe, 
for on the firſt Day of the Month aforeſaid,he was 
ſenſible of Change, ard therefore ſent for. thoſe 
whom he had raiſed from a low Eſtate to great Ho- 
nours, and conſulted them about the matter, wks 
promiſed to ſtand by his Son Rz:chard; ſo that his 
Sickneſs ſtill encreahng, on the.rhird of September, 
In Year aforeſaid, he yeilded ro Death, who foi- 
lowing his own Example. admitted neither of Bail 
nor Mainpriſe. The Day whereon he dycd ( 2s it. 
was obſerved } the like Storm had not happened 
in many Apes paſt, .for by the Violence rhereo: 
Trees, Houſes, Barns, Church-Steeples, Stacks 9: 
Hay ang Cornwere overthrow. | 
Afro 
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After his Death he was Conveyed to Summerſe 
Horſe and there laid 1n State, where he continued 
till the 234. of November following, and then was 
carried to Weſtminſter Abby with ail Magnificence 
and Splendor imaginable, and Interred near the 
Kings of Ezzland formerly buryed there. 

Theold Tyrant being removed, his Son Richard 

25Inveſted with his Power, but bis Heed being - 
coo tiahe, and his Shoulders too weak to Support 
the ponderovs Weight of Government ; he alter 
his having called a Parliament was decently laid a- 
{ide a5 aulcicis Yool, not ft to finiſh the Reforma- 
tion, or rather unceform, and overthrow the 
Eſtabliſhed Laws of the Kingdom. 

And now Fleetwood and Lambert the chief Inftry- 
ments 11 Outing Richard, called the Rump Parlia- 
ment that had hen turned out by C: emwell, who 
not a little Rejoyced that it was put into their Pow- 
er azain to Lord it over their Betters, and add yet 
more Sinto the former. But whilſt they were bu- 
1y in ſetling themſelves 4770 1659, the Gentl- 
menin Cheſhire and Lancaſhire Roſe under the Lead- 
ing of Sr. Georg? Booth in Defence of their Liber- 
ries -and Pririledg ges and to maintain the Kings 
Cauſe; againit whom Lambere Ad vanced, and by 
him thole Loyal Gentlemen had the Misfortuneto 
be Routed, and the Renouncd 5 r. George Booth now 
Lord De-la-ere, ſhortly after taken and fent Pri- 
ſoner to the Tower, and Lambert upon his Return 
was gratined with a thouſand Pounds by the Rump 
10r his Service, 

And now Lambert began to harbour ſome Con- 
ceptions of Monopolizing the Government, byal- 
ſJumng to himfelf the Power of Oliver, and there- 

cl he turned ont the Rump and EreCted a pre- 

tended 
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tended Committee of Safety , all of his own 
Creatures , who were £0 inipect into the Aﬀair of 
the three Kingdoms, 

General 743k being in Scotland , and having 
notice of thele Proceedings , concluded that now 
was the time to deliver his Country cut of Slave- 
ry; whereupon he paſſed the Tweed with his Ar- 
my, and 1ncamped at Cold Stream, there expecting 
the coming of Lambert , who advanced towards 
him, intending to give him battle, thinking that if 
le could but overthrow him, he ſhould not fail to 
it in Obver's Chair. But whilſt he Incamped at 
New Caſtle, the Rump had got together again, and 
had diſlolved his Committee of Safety,and ſo dealt 
with the Officers of his Army , that firſt ſhewing 
the ſmall diſpoſition they had to fight General 
Monk, they afterwards left him to fluſt for him- 
ſelf, as likewiſe all his Soldiers; aiter which the 
Rump fent their Comnuſlioners to General 2ouk 
to defire him ro Marcia for London, which he ac- 
cordingly did, and was petitioned by all the Coun- 
ies he paſſed through, if not by all the Counties of 
Enpland, for a Free Parliament. | 

He was no ſooner arrived at London , but the 
Ramp to revenge ſome Indignities the Citizens 
had put upon them, fer Þim to pull up their Poits 
and Chains,as likewiſe to throw down their Gates, 
which made many that hoped well of him , doubt 
the Event ; but aſſoon as he faw it conyenient, he 
began to declare himſelf openly for a Free Parlia- 
ment, drawing his Troops into the City , wio 
were now welcomed with great expreſlions of 
toy.

VIZ. Adrian Scroop, Fobn Carew , Theway Hariſm, 
Fohn Joancs, Gregory Clement, Thins Scot, Fohn Cooh, 
Hugh Peters, and Daniel A. vrel, all of them ſuffering 

for High Treaſon , as they moſt juſtly deſerved; 
for although Divine Juſtice may delay for a ſea- 
fon, yet at laſt it will ſtrike home: And now his 
Majeſty being mindiu} of his Vows to Heaven, 
uſed great Diligence to.ſettlc Religion,that deareſt 
part of Government, by reſtoring the Church to 
its Purity of Worſhip , and ſetling thoſe Biſhops 
and Paſtors that had bcen expelled by the Rebels, 
i their Dioceſſes and Cures; the Common Prayer 
Was again read In Churches to the content of all 
2000 Chriſtians. 

About this time the Pious Princeſs of Orange 
£0311n2 over to yifit his Majeſty, fell ficx of the 
Smali Pox , of which Diſtemper ſhe died, to the 
Treat grief of his Majeſty , and all his Subjects.

mainder were taken , and being condemned as Re- 
hels and Traytors, they were Executed in ſeveral 
Parts of the City , dying obſtinate and juſtifying 
themſelves to the laſt, | 

Upon the Thirtieth of Fairy, 1660. the odi- 
ous Trunks of Oliver Cromwel, Fobn Bradſhaw, and 
Henry Ireton , were taKen up and carried to T yburn, 
where they were hanged ar each Angle of. the 
Triple Lree ti Sun-ſer, and rhen their Bodies caſt 
into a Pit uder the Gallows , and their Heads fixed 
on Poles, and ſet upon Weſt miſter Hall, 

During theſe Proceedings the Pious Prince Her:- 
ry, Duke of Glecefter , leit this Life for that more 
durable, and on the Twenty third of Apr, 1661. 
his Majeſty was Crowned at Weſtmmſter , having 
the day before pallcd in great Splencour, from the 
Tower to Weſtminſter, 

And thns notwithſtanding all the Popiſh and 
Fanatical Plots and Deſigns , has the beit of Kings 
been preſerved to tmis day , God having at ſundry 
times fruſtrated 2nd brought ro nonght all the per- 
nicious derzices of wicked men , and cauſed the 
miſchief they intended to others, to fall upon ihel£ 
own heads, as hath been icen in the miraculous d1- 
ſcoyery of the late damnable Popiſn Plots, and iru- 
ſtrating the Deſizns of rhe late Rebels in Scotland, | 
and likewiſe the ſabtle vaderhand conrrivances of
